The  Wisconsin  DINNER  BELL,  published  by  the  Wisconsin 
state  office  of  Distribution  for  its  school  lunch 
sponsors,  recently  published  a  series  of  questions 
and  answers  dealing  mth  matters  pertinent  to  oper- 
ation -of  the  School  Lunch  Program.    The  material  i'j.  reprinted  for  benefit  of  North 
Dakota  sponsors  who  may  be  experiencing  some  difficulties  in  understanding  various 
procedures.    The  questions  and  answers  recently  printed  follow: 

Q.    Will  our  program  operations  be  audited  by  the  Government? 
A.    Audits  are  now  being  conducted  by  the  ''"far  Food  Administration  so  keep  all 
your  records  as  you  never  can  tell  when  your  program  tvill  be  checked* 

Q.    Sometimes  we  get  a  good  "buy"  by  purchasing  a  large  quantity  of  a  certain 
eligible  food.     If  we  make  claim  for  the  entire  month  in  one  particular 
month,  will  not  our  payment  be  reduced  by  '''5FA? 

A.  That  is  possible.  In  such  cases  claim  only  for  the  value  of  the  food. that 
you  actually  used  during  that  particular  month,  and  claim  balance  the  next 
month.   ■' 

Q.     I  discovered,  since  : receiving  my  January  ^^TA  reimbursement,  that  I  claimed 
and  received  payment  for  the  purchase  of  some  foods  not  on  the  eligible  list, 
IVhat  shall  I  do? 

A.    Send  a  certified  check  or  money  order  for  the  amount  claimed  in  error,  made 
payable  to  "Treasurer  of  the  United  States",  to  the  Area  Supervisor,  of  the 
Office  of  Distribution,  v/ith  a  letter  of  explanation.     He  will  send  it  to 
WA  State  Supervisor. 

Q.    We  will  have  some  eligible  food  on  hand  when  our  program  closes  -  what 
should  be  done  with  it? 

A.    Yfhen  you  submit  your  final  claim  on  Form  536*  attach  to  your  53^  your  in- 
ventory of  the_se  eligible  foods  which  you  have  left.    Payment  will  take 
into  account  the  amount  of  this  inventory.     If  handled  in  this  manner  the 
food  can  then  be  disposed  of  by  the  co-sponsor  through  any  channel  desired. 


PETERSON  PROPOSES  Leonard  Peterson,  Office  of  Distribution,  Area  Supervisor  at 
PLANTING  PROJECTS     J/Iinot  has  been  quite  active  in  his  area  regarding  either  the 

planting  of  a  school  garden  or  'for  school  lunch  sponsors  to 
suggest  to  local  Victory  Gardners  that  when  they  plant  their  own  garden,  they  in- 
clude several  rows  of  vegetables  for  use  by  the  school  lunch  project  next  year. 
Either  plan  has  merit,  although  the  latter  is  perhaps  the  better  as  in  many  cases 
a  school  garden  v/ill  not  receive  sufficient  care  during  the  vacation  periods.  The 
Victory  Gardener,  however,  can  tend  the  "School  Lunch  Rows"  along  with  his  own.
